Oral examinations were made 
for 3.885 pupils for the Lower 
Merion Schools during the school 
year just closed, it was reported 
by Superintendent P. A. DuBois, 
at the meeting of the Lower Mer- 
ion Board of Education on Mon- 
day night. 

Of this number examined 2.111 
were found to have dental cares. 
A total of 112 clinics were held in 
the dental rooms of the schools 
and 161 children received treat- 
ment by the school dentist. One 
hundred and thirty children had 
teeth extracted. 57 of which were 
deciduous teeth and 198 fillings 
were completed and 155 linings 
were completed. 

He reported that dental hygien- 
ists held interviews with 20 par- 
ents relative to the condition of 
the children's teeth. 

A report from Miss Swartz- 
lander. who does corrective work 
for physically defective children, 
showed she found 353 elementary 
children with 460 physical defects. 
Through her efforts of working 
with the children regularly and 
giving them specific exercises to 
be done at school or at home. 180 
ofthese children were definitely 
corrected. 243 definitely improved 
and 37 showed no improvement. 

Mr. DuBois praised highly the 
work being done by Miss Swartz- 
lander saying "It is exceedingly 
valuable work which she is per- 
forming for the youngsters in our 
schools".

Colelli Carries All Districts But Independents 
Make Deep Inroads In Regulars' Pre- 
cincts; County Candidate Gets Good Vote 

The Narberth Republican Organization won over the 
independents in Tuesday's primary but they. picked up sev- 
eral battle scars along the way. 

Also, there are indications that the road ahead fou the 
Organization may be just as rough. 

First, the written-in vote indicated they may be faced with 
two spirited contests in the November election when they 
clash with the Democrats. 

Second, a civil suit for libel is threatened against the 
Borough's Organization leader over the "living room" charge. 

In the Borough's key contest for magistrate the Organ- 
ization's candidate, Vincent Colelli,. incumbent, polled 746 
votes to 552 for Fred Walzer, former justice of the peace. 
Although the lead was decisive the vote did not come up 
to the two-to-one prediction of the Organization regulars. 

Roland Fleer. President of the 
Borough Council, failed to "receive 
the Republican nomination for 
councilman. The four dominated 
were Walter A. Fox and Henry P,, 
Carr, incumbents, and William S. 
Thompson and Sterling Chain, new 
candidates. 

Fleer was the councilman who 
failed of endorsement at the closed 
meeting of 21 Organizations com- 
mittee members and workers which 
touched off the independent fight 
in Narberth in early Spring. 

The two write-ins. which may 
put the Organization through the 
political wringer again this Fall, 
were for Walzer as the Democratic 
candidate for justice of the peace 
and for Lou Young for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for councilman. 
Neither Walzer nor Young have 
given out any statements as to 
their intentions. 

On the only county-wide contest 
in which the Republican voters of 
Narberth participated the Mont- 
gomery County Organization -en- 
dorsed candidate won decisively. 
They gave Davis T. Kirk for jury 
commissioner 987 against 198 for 
Thomas J. Hillwick.

Montgomery County has rolled 
up bond sales far in excess of its 
individual and corporate quotas 
but sales of "E" Bonds are run- 
ning below the anticipated figure 
in the Seventh War Loan, it was 
reported by Robert. R. Titus, 
president of the Manufacturers 
Association and county chairman 
of the drive. 

"The sale of other than E 
Bonds to individuals is running 
way ahead of the anticipated 
pattern," he stated, with the re- 
sult that the ' county is already 
assured of surpassing its quota by 
a sizeable margin." 

He warned that sales of E 
bonds must be increased from 25 
to 35 per cent above the recent 
dnily average if the quota of $8,-

Edmund Wicht is slipping. The 
massive executive secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Intel-scholastic Ath- 
letic Association spoke hla. little 
piece at the Suburban High School 
A. A. meeting last Friday at Up- 
per Darby, showed righteous indig- 
nation and surprise over the rum- 
pus the conference and football 
officials have raised over his plan 
to organize PIAA whistle-blowers, 
and got exactly nowhere. 

Published reports in the city 
dailies to the contrary, the meet- 
ing netted little but an airing of 
views, charges and counter charges 
and considerable name calling. 
The only actual business tran- 
spired was the passing of a mo- 
tion to discharge the coacnes 
committee that was supposed to 
sena a protest to Wicht about his 
dictatorial manner in trying to 
force something on the officials 
that they did not want. 

The committee had never got, 
around to sending the protest, 
which fact caused Suburban 
HSAA secretary Charles Schmidt 
to observe. "I marvel at the mod- 
ern means of communication*. 
We're meeting to consider a pro- 
test that has yet to be made." 

(Dr. R. B. Taylor, of Norrls- 
town, chairman of the District 
One. PIAA committee, informeu 
Wicht of the conference's protest 
and requested the special meeting 
so that the PIAA side of the story 
could be presented.) 
, That Wicht recognized the 
situation as serious was indi- 
cated by the presence of PIAA 
President R. B. Stapleton of 
Tamaqua, and several member* 
of the Board of Control who re- 
side at distant parts of the state 
SO HE SAYS 
Wicht tried to allay fears of ; 
centralized control of officials, I 
claiming that neither he nori 
Frank Maguire, of Stroudsburg, i 
PIAA commissioner of officials j 
who also was present, had any de- 
sire to take over the job of ap- ] 
pointing officials, claiming that 
each had "enough headaches as 
it is." 

Wicht further stated that if 
anyone wanted his job they were 
welcome to it and ridiculed the 
idea that the organization of offi- 
cials was a money-making plan. 
At one point he objected to be- 
ing called a Molotov and this 
brought on a hot debate in which | 
it was finally claimed that the 
name had first been used by Wicht 
himself at the meeting. 

This led one coach to observe 
that it used to be fashionable a 
few years ago to call the guy you 
didn't like a communist; later this 
was changed to dictator or Hitler. 
"Years ago we were more blunt 
and specific and called him a so- 
and-so", he conculded. This 
broke the tension at that particu- 
lar moment. 

Eighteen principals were among 
the representatives of 24 schools. 
Most of the discussion was a. reve- 
lation to them. Several admitted 
that they had been leaving ath- 
letic policies in the hands of their 
coaches and that the discussions 
indicated that they should attend 
these meetings regularly to keep 
abreast of what was going on. An 



[attempt at an early adjournment 
was prevented by several princi- 
1 pals who said they wanted to 
"hear more of this". 

It would be interesting' to 
know what impressions were 
taken away from the meeting 
by the principals. In the long 
run they will be the deciding 
factors in whether Wicht and 
the PIAA is upheld or whether 
they agree with the coaches 
that Wicht ras overstepped his 
bounds in the case of the offi- 
cials and that his, power should 
be curbed. 

'JUST THE BEGINNING' 
The coaches went away from 
Friday's meeting determined to 
force the issue. Malcolm Derk. 
president of the Philadelphia iDs- 
trict Football Officials, was told 
by one prominent figure in the. 
conference that "this was just the 
beginingn. "Others voiced similar 
sentiments even going so far as tt 
predict that the Suburban HSAA 
would break, away from the PIAA. 
This latter might appear a very 
drastic and far-fetched step. But 
it is possible. The officials' case 
in. itself actually is secondary. It 
has merely served to blow off the 
lid on long stored up resentment 
aver Wicht's one-man rule and 
the operation of the PIAA in gen- 
eral. 

There are some who would be 
satisfied to oustiDr. Taylor as the 
District One representative on the 
Board of Control with the ulti- 
mate aim of getting rid of Wicht. 
But this might not be the answer 
as there is no way of knowing just 
how Wicht's successor might turn 
out. 

There are many who believe the 
PIAA has outgrown- its usefulness 
as far as the local schools are con- 
cerned. They look at the Public 
High Conference and the Inter- 
academic Leagues and note that 
thev get along very well without 
central control of their athletics 
from Harrisburg. 

When you come down to It .hist 
what does the PIAA offer local 
schools? Aside from a mess of 
rules that-it is too too easy to pet 
messed up in. about the only fea- 
ture Is a chance , to win state 
championships in the various 
sports. 

Just what sfpn will h<> ■ taken 
is rlebateahle. Rut one thing Is 
certain. The PIAA nerds the 
Suburban HSAA more than trie 
latter needs ihe PIAA.

RECRUiTMENT O FCADET 1 NURSES CONTINUES * 

"The United States Cadet Nurse Corps must intensify its recruit- 
ment of a student nurses for Summer aind Fall classes to meet civilian 
health needs," Dr. Thomas Parran, Sturgeon General of the Public 
eHalth Service, Federal Security Agencjy, said. Dr. Parran issued this 
statement in answer to inquiries about the effect on cao.t nurse re- 
cruitment of the 9rmy's announcement that it has enough nurses for 
the, present to assure adequate care of sick and wounded soldiers. "To 
maintain the flow of senior cadets into Army service, it is imperative 
to keep recruitment at high levels," Dr. Parran explained. "Equally 
important, however, is the contribution cadet nurses have made in 
preventing the collapse of civilian nursing. We must continue to pre- 
pare nurses for needs in fields of nuttsing where the demand is ex- 
panding, especially the care of veterans". Dr. Parran characterized as 
completely unfounded rumors that recruitment for the Cadet Nurse 
Corps would be discontinued and called for support for the Summer 
and Fall recruitment drive now under way. 

CANNING CENTERS TO BE CONTINUED 
To encourage Increased home preservation of fruits and vegetables, 
the War Food Administration announced that it has provided funds 
for continuing through the current canning season the community 
canning centers that were started in 1942 under the direction of the 
United States Office of Education, Federal Security Agency. The pro- 
. gram will be carried out through State boards for vocational educa- 
tion and the local public schools, in accordance with plans mutually 
agreed upon by the Office of Education and WFA. This action by 
WFA is in keeping with President TAuman's request that American 
men and women' dedicate themselves to the task of growing larger 
gardens and preserving food_at home or in community canning cen- 
ters — "wasting not an ounce". 

• PREFERRED. GASOLINE RATIONS 
Changes affecting the eligibility of several groups of persons for 
gasoline rations were announced by OPA. They are as follows: 

1. Servicemen returning to this country from overseas, who are 
issued temporary duty orders for "rehabilitation, recuperation and re- 
covery" may obtain furlough gasolline rations. These servicemen 
should apply to their local War Price and Rationing oBards and pre- 
sent both their temporary duty ordeus and. the mileage rationing rec- 
ord (OPA R-5341 for the car that tliey are going to use. Previously, 
the ration was given only when servicemen on leave or furlough for 
three days or more presented leave or furlough papers. The change 
was necessary because those being stent home forjpnods of about 30 
days will not b issued such papers. The furlough ration, which will 
remain unchanged, provides one gallon of gasoline each day of the 
furlough, leave, or temporary duty, to a maximum of 30 gallons. 

2. Because growing crops damaged by hail or wind must be in- 
spected promptly for maximum sallvage, adequate gasoline rations 
will be provided insurance adjusters to make trips to farms for this 
purpose. Formerly, semi-preferred mileage, which is limited to 825 
miles per month, was permitted for travel to farms to inspect storm 
damaged crops. 

3. Preferred mileage rations will be issued to buyers for essential 
plants who have to travel long distances to buy cattle, sheep, pulpwood, 
rice and similar items processed at the plants. Local oBards will give 
the preferred mileage rations to buyers for such essential establish- 
ments as packing plants, feedlots, canneries or processing plants, un- 
der the following conditions: (1) applicants must be skilled in grad- 
ing and classifying the products they buy; (2) the industry's market- 
ing practices or conditions, such as unavailability of public markets, 
must require buyers to travel long distances. Heretofore, these buyers 
were limited to semi -preferred mileage. In many cases this ceiling of 
825 miles per month, which will remain unchanged when the regular 
"B" ciling is raised to 650 miles a month June 11, does not provide 
sufficient gasoline for essential travel by these buyers. 

4. The eligibility of social workers for preferred mileage is limited 
by the provision that only full time social workers who are both em- 
ployed and paid by a non-profit organization may be issued preferred 
mileage rations. 

CONSUMER PROSPECTS TODAY 
So that civilians may be assured of low and medium cost cotton 
clothing, OPA has revised the pricing methods of some types of gar- 
ment manufacturers, this action to be effective June 25. Among the 
garments to be manufactured under the new regulation arc women's, 
misses and children's dresses and blouses, sunsuits, overalls and 
coveralls, and infants' dresses, creepers, rompers and crawlers. . . . 
Vacuum cleaners now may be made again, WPB announced, but the 
continuing scarcity of textiles and other types of materials and com- 
ponents will prevent any appreciable production for several months. 
Enameled wear will not be produced in any great quantity for some 
time, fidue to difficulties in obtaining light-guage steel sheets.
